Arriving in Boulder City 
late in the evening, the inspection of 
the project was deferred until Friday 
morning following the nights encamp- 
ment. The inspection tour was direct- 
ed under the leadership of the assist- 
ant engineer of the dam site project, 
and was followed by a visit to the re- 
cently opened Shanendoan Mine 
where Molydbium, an alloy used in 
toughening steel, is mined in large 
quantities. 

The three day trip also included the 
inspection of the Portland cement 
company plant at Victorville, and a 
luncheon provided by the cement com- 
pany officials.

Collee Vote Made 


By Both Parties 


Now that it’s all over,. college stu- 


dents in all parts of the country are 


wondering just what they got out of 


the election. 

“Valuable experience, principally,” 
say many observers, who watched 
with interest the nationwide straw 


vote conducted under the auspices of of Ube aquienticne: 


The Daily Princetonian at Princeton 
University. 

Returns from this poll showed that 
a large majority of students did not 
get the candidate they preferred, but 
the number of ballots cast in the straw 
vote, it is said, indicate a new and 
healthy interest in national political 
affairs that augurs well for the future 

Since the total returns, however, 


failed to reflect the official vote cast 
by the people on-election day, many 


explanations are being offered—most 
of them unsatisfactory. 

Democrats are inclined to maintain 
that the student vote simply express- 
ed a profound admiration and respect 
for a man under fire, but failed to 
recognize issues and to analyze the 
principles at stake. 

On the other hand, Republicans 
point to the heavy college vote for 
Hoover as an indication of a more in- 
telligent and careful analysis of the 
administration’s policies and a clearer 
recognition of the soundness of these 
policies than that reflected by the 
popular vote. Because college stu- 
dents stopped to think, because they 
were not swayed by emotional appeals 
Republican leaders contend, they 
voted for the president instead of 
Roosevelt.

Some very instructive demonstara- 
tions were performed in assembly by 
professor Huston of Caltech, who en- 
deavored to explain the gyroscopic 
principle with his outlay of models. 
The program had been formerly 
schedlued for the engineers only, but 
due to its widespread interest, was 
changed to enable the entire student 
body to benefit. 

“The study of physics is one of the 
most uninteresting subjects because 
there is nothing new involved; yet it 
is one of the most important of all 
for every moving mechanism deals 
with at least one common law of 
physics,” stated professor Huston.
